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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 -24 are pending and subject to restriction. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 
35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -20, drawn to a first method, a method of determining the 
concentration of CI" in samples and a composition used in the process, 
classified in class 435, subclass 22. 

II. Claim 2 1 , drawn to a second method, a method of activating amylase, 
classified in class 435, subclasses 201-204. 

III. Claims 22-24, drawn to a third method, a method of determining the 
concentration of Na"" in a sample, classified in class 435, subclass 22. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

The processes are distinct from one another because they recite different 
and distinct steps which lead to different and distinct products or end points. 

The several inventions listed above are independent and distinct from 
one another as they have acquired a separate status in the art and require 
independent searches, particularly with regard to the literature searches. 
Clearly, a reference which would anticipate one of the above groups would not 
necessarily anticipate or even make obvious any of the others. 

An undue burden would ensue from the examination of multiple methods 
which have distinct steps and end points. Burden lies not only in the search of 
US Patents, but in the search for literature and foreign patents and examination 

of the dajmjangujaqe and_SBecification_for-Compliance-with-the -statutes 

concerning new matter, distinctness and scope of enablement. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete 
must include an election of the invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .1 43). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non- 
elected invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37
